During the commercial week just closed,
the wholesale and retail trade of the city
continned fairly active for the times, We
have no event of unusual importance to
nole in connection with the markets.

Last Tuesday we
quoted ordinary at 1le, good ordinary 13¢,
low middling 13ic, middling Lije, good
middling 14ic. Comparison of these
figures with to-day’s quotations shows an
agrregate depreciation of §¢ (on middling)
during the week. Holders feel great un-
certainty as to the future of the market,
but have not shown themselves slow to
part with their stocks with some freedom,
especially as the buyers persistently econ-
tend that the mling figures of this market
are too high, as compared with those of the
New York market., The imports since
Tuesday ameunt to 1,613 bales, against
1,207 last week; sales 1,082, against 726
last week, and exports 988, agaifht 865 last
week.
